"The 
labourers of Hongkong were as contented 
as ‘any that might be so_classed in the 
world. The only serious grievance, thoy 
had was that, the, cost of living was ‘en- 
hanced by excessive house rents. .

German industry. What is aimed at is 
‘the opening up,of Russian. natural re- | 
sources, and in connection with this crea- 
tion of a network of lines. of communi- 
cation satisfying all ‘the-economic needs 
of the country.”’ This’ it.is proposed to 
pattain by’ a “systematic plan for res- 
toring and "developing the individual 
branches ‘of Russian: industry, and ‘so 
creating. gradually. an organisation in 
which little by Lttle shares would be 
offcred to other States, and first of all 
to. England.’ According to-the writer of 
the article ‘both England and America 
adopt the standpoint that Russia’s 
economic reservoir. should in the first 
place be put at the disposal of Germany.’’
